Almost from il.': inception there were nroml 
reactions against the slave trade both in Europe

;i-■ ivlie|h it thewo lerrilijritfs, ami rim slates 1 Il;le wiiliI d lie mnde fnnii 
them,, would ha slave nr free. Southern political Isadora held that the 
territories should be divided into -lave and free areas, as had hem 
done earlier in ihe Missouri Compromise of 1820. Northern aboli- 
tionivls held dun -■jtijv^ry mN t» (ttclndrd t h rough on I oil (he new 
land. A third viewpoint, popularized hv Scum nr Siephon A. Dougina 
of Illinois, was that the residcntE- of lire new territories should decide 
the question themselves. 

Out of these diverge 11 1 attitudes arrive the Compromise of 1850, the 
principal points oi which WerO that California would Ik admitted tu 
tho Union as a fee* State, that the other territories woLilrJ In'- my an¬ 
il ed without any mention of slavery, and (hat slaveholders would 
henoriorth he protmed by a slringenl fugitive-stave law. The biter 
was of great interest tn ilu* Smilh—slaves had lie-tin esrapirig rniiih- 
ward in large numbers, assisted by "underground railroads" organ- 
ized by abolitionists, ami the loss Lo slave owners was great, fllte 
"railroads” were chains nf hilling ptacw for slaves, the links located 
a ftiiy’s jnumet apurl.) I ruler the nev lav, s.I;li i:hrjltU*rj or their ugeiiiji 
ccmJi.L go air. where in ihe North lo redaini their property v- it 1 1 the aid 
of L.S. marshals. This they frequently did, causing near-riots in some 
citLr-s when (Ivy arrested fugitives. 

The Compromise of 1850 endured only 0 short time. Ondc T<> m’.v 
{Jiihcn iv,is ,l serious blow In it, arid the Kj>USa.t.Nebraska Anl 11! IHT I 
brushed it off, Under this act. Senator Dougins had his way the ter¬ 
ritorial legislature:- w ere empowered to decide whether slavery should 
exisl within iheir jurisdiction. Ill the ensuing JTWS armed abolition* 
UM3 streamed into Kansas. So did prrislavery men, carrying guns of 
their own, and Kansas became a battleground. 

Meanwhile the Supreme Court, hi 1857, handed down a famous de¬ 
cs fan ill lilt* cane of a iNrgpu -lavn riami'll Dreil Srnli having 

been taken by his master to live in the free Elate nf Illinois and sub¬ 
sequently to a fort in the northern part of tk* buirana Hurt: hose 
where slavery had heeu excluded hy tho Missouri Compromise, lwd 
Bled a lawsuit for his freedom, claiming that residence on free soil had 
made him free. The Court, denying this, held that Scott could not sue 
IiccausK ri,- ■■■ ;i - mil iilivi'ii. C ; : Ji 1 --! 1 Rngi-r H. T.-.m-y, in facl, 

went further. A sEaveholdor rinttil take his slaves iinywhon* in the 
territories and still retain title lo them, he said. This was a clear-cut, 
major victory for proslavery irvn. To violent abolitionists it then
